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TWO APARTMENT 
BUILDINGS OF 40 
STORIES PLANNED 
UN RIVERFRONT 


Kansas Citian Proposes 
$20,000,000 Project 
Between Third St., 
Fourth, Chestnut, 


Washington. 


Plans for erecting two 40- 
story apartment buildings on 
the St. Louis riverfront were 
made public today by Lewis 
Kitchen, Kansas City builder. 
The $20,000,000 project, to be 
financed entirely by private 
capital, would cover about nine 
acres in the five-block area 
bounded by the Third Street 
Interregional Highway on the 


east, Fourth street on the west, 


Chestnut street on the south 
and Washington avenue on the 
north. 

The two buildings, towering 
450 feet, would be the tallest 
in St. Louis, exceeding ,the 
height of the 26-story South- 
western Bell Telephone Build- 
ing by 72 feet. Tenants in 
the 960 apartments would have 
a panoramic view of the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial with its 590-foot arch, 
the Mississippi river and down- 
town St. Louis. 

The project was disclosed 
after the City Plan Commis- 
sion last night adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that a 15- 
block area along the western 
boundary of the memorial 
tract is blighted and should be 
redeveloped. 

Steps for Redevelopment. 

This action gives Kitchen no 
redevelopment power as yet. If 
the Board of Aldermen agrees 
that the area is blighted, Kit- 
chen then will submit his re- 
development plan for study. 
His project must be approved 
by the Plan Commission, the 
City Art Commission and the 
aldermen before any construc- 
tion can be undertaken. 


Kitchen said that land ac- 
quisition will begin immedi- 
ately after the Board of Alder- 
men passes an ordinance des- 
ignating the riverfront area as 
blighted and approving his 
plans for redevelopment. He 
hopes to complete architectur- 
al planning and financing ar- 
rangements and break ground 
12 to 15 months after the al- 
dermen give the go-ahead sig- 
nal. Construction would re- 
quire 18 to 24 months. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
when asked for comment, said: 

“The plans to construct two 
tall, modernistic apartment 
buildings on Third street, 
overlooking the Jefferson Me- 
morial, have the city’s enthusi- 
astic support. In my opinion, 
the actual construction of 
these buildings will be the 
spark which is needed to set 
off a full-scale. revitalization 
of downtown St. Louis.” 

In planning the St. Louis 
project, Kitchen said he had in 
mind the imposing structures 
which line the lakefront in 
Chicago. His architect, Hari 
Van Hoefen, said the skyscra- 
per apartments will be “glass 
houses” similar to the famed 
Lever House and the Seagram 
Building on Park avenue in 
New York. 

One apartment building is 
to be located in the Pine-Olive 
block just north of the tract 
that was cleared when the old 
Merchants Exchange was torn 
down last year; the other would 
be in the Locust-Washington 
block. Each tower of 480 apart- 
ments will be 200 feet long 
and only 60 feet wide. The 
buildings will be oriented east- 
west, with the long side at 
right angles to the Mississippi, 
so that every apartment will 
have a view of the river.

The hour lost this Sunday 
will be regained when daylight 
saving time ends Oct. 25. 
The New York Central, 
Pennsylvania and other East- 
ern railroads will operate on 
daylight time, but western rail- 
roads will remain on standard 
time. An exception will be 
made for the Missouri Pacific 
commuter train from Pacific, 
which will operate on daylight 
time.

Makes Bid to Reconcile 
Fugitive Leader With 
Communists—Hopes 
He Will Return to 
Tibet. 


MUSSOORIE, India, Apri! 24 
(AP)—Prime Minister 
today invited Chinese Com- 
munist representatives and their 
puppet ruler of Tibet, the Pan- 
chen Lama, to visit the Dalai 
Lama at his refuge here in 
north India. 

Nehru said he hoped the Da- 
lai Lama, Tibet’s 23-year-old 
spiritual and temporal ruler, 
would return to Lhasa, the Ti- 
betan capital. It was an obvi- 
ous bid to reconcile the Red 
Chinese government and the 
Tibetan god-king, who fled from 
Communist domination of his 
homeland. 

The Indian Prime Minister 
made his peace overture in an 
impromptu news conference two 
hours before meeting with the 
Dalai Lama. Nehru had arrived 
from New Delhi earlier today. 

“I will welcome the Panchen 
Lama to come and meet the 
Dalai Lama and whomever he 
likes,” said Nehru. 

‘Door Is Open.’ 

The Prime Minister added 
that “the door is open” for the 
Chinese ambassador to India 
or any high representative of 
the Peiping government to see 
the Tibetan fugitive, who has 
set up headquarters in exile 
in a large mansion in this 
Himalayan hill station in north 
India.

However, hundreds of civilians 
have been arrested on charges 
of “collaboration” with the 
Batista government, a _ term 
that has not yet been defined 
by the revolutionary govern- 
ment. 

The statement by Castro that 
those guilty of counter-revolu- 
tionary activities, narcotics 
traffic, illegal gambling and 
misappropriation of public 
funds are to be executed by 
firing squads has disturbed 
many Cubans. In effect what 
Castro says is the revolution- 
ary government policy. 
Killings in ‘Social Interest.’ 

No legislation has been ap- 
roved specifying capital pun- 
shment for any of the crimes 
mentioned by Castro. The sen- 
tences have been imposed un- 
der Article XVI ‘of the rebel 
criminal code, drawn up dur- 
ing the revolution, on the basis 
that they were justified by the 
nation’s social interest. 

This is considered a danger- 
ous precedent, because in the 
future any misdemeanor might 
be considered a crime punish- 
able by death “as a social 
measure.” 

For this reason some see in 
this the familiar pattern of 
elimination of enemies. A 
number of persons have been 
jailed in the last few weeks on 
charges of counter-revolution- 
ary activities and the public is 
speculating as to whether these 
prisoners will be executed if 
found guilty. 

Under Cuban legal procedure 
it has always been possible to 
accuse a person and have him 
arrested. Then the burden of 
proof would rest on the prison- 
er, who must prove his inno- 
cence. At present, with the 
civil courts not functioning be- 
cause of the extensive reor- 
ganization of the judiciary now 
in progress, hundreds are in 
jail on eharges formerly con- 
sidered to be under civil juris- 
diction. 

Middle Class Squeezed. 

Castro has said he wishes to 
make Cuba a country without 
rich.or poor--all middle-class. 
However, the present middle- 
class finds itself seriously 
affected by drastic rent reduc- 
tions, reduction of land values 
and forced sale of vacant lots 
in towns, as well as the de- 
pressed economic situation. 

Many people with modest 
savings, as well as the wealthy 
class, have invested in land and 
property in the Spanish tradi-

can imperialism in the name of 
the- cold war and vested in- 
terests. 

“Communist influence and 
Communist infiltration a re 
very common phrases these 
days in order to attack, in the 
name of anti-Communism and 
with the pretext of anti-Com- 
munism, any government or 
Latin American country, any 
entity of drganized labor, 
litical or civic, which résists 
exploitation by the North 
American monopolies of our 
lands, which defends the inde- 
pendence and national inter- 
ests, which refuses to join the 
‘cold war.’ 

“We, the Cuban Communists, 
havé done our part in the 
Cuban revolution to overthrow 
the bloody tyrrany of Batista, 
which served as the instrument 
of imperialistic interests and 
was supported by imperialism. 
We shall continue to do our 
part in carrying out the con- 
structive tasks of the revolu- 
tion. 

“But the overthrow of Ba- 
tista was not a Communist act, 
although the Communists had 
our part in it. In the same way 
the constructive tasks of the

Integration Issue Raised. 

It was reported that a memo- 
randum was being circulated 
among the Southerners stating 
that the amendment might lead 
to enforced racial integration 
of labor unions in the South.

The commission invited com- 
| ments on its new rules by June’ 
22. It may be long after that 
before they are actually 
adopted, amended or rejected. 
Meanwhile present practices 
will remain unchanged. 

These were the proposed 
rules changes: 

1. At present networks are 
permitted to sign up a maxi- 
mum of three hours in each of 
four time segments during the 
day—8 a.m. to 1 p.m., 1 p.m. to 
6 p.m., 6 p.m. to 11 p.m. and 
ll p.m. to 8 am. The new 
rules would cut this to 1% 
hours in each segment. 

2. If part of a program—say 
an hour-long drama show—falls 
inside already signed-up option 
time and part outside it, the 
new rules would require the 
whole program to count against 
the permitted option time, thus 
freeing other time from the op- 
tion agreement. This is a so- 
ealled “straddle” rule. 

There would be an exception 
to this rule for lengthy pro- 
grams of a special events, 
sports, or public affairs nature. 

3. At present a network with 
an option on a station’s time 
can exercise it on eight weeks’ 
notice, no matter what future 
plans for non-network shows 
the local station might have 
made. The commission would 
change this to a requirement 
for 13 weeks’ notice in those 
cases where a local station had 
signed up a non-network pro- 
gram to run for some. weeks 
ahead. 

Thus the non-network show 
would be guaranteed a life of 
at least 13 weeks, a _ typical 
“seasonal” scheduling. In other

accounts, $12,292 in real ¢s- 
tate, $37,878 in government 
bonds and $45,000 in mort- 


Jacobs, international vice 
president of the Brotherhood 


ed with evading $24,708 
ederal imcome taxes in 
1950, 1951 and 1952. 
Using ef Kohnen ex- 
plained to the jury how the 
Government figured the net 
worth of the Jacobses. He 
said they had* assets worth 
$48,406 at the beginning of the 
period covered in the. indict- 
ments. These increased until 


31, 1952, he testified. 

The Internal Revenue agent 
said the Jacobses, who filed 
joint returns, had taxable net 
income of $14,439 for 1950; 
$36,909 for 1951 and $390,042 
for 1952. The income they re- 
ported in their returns for 
those years was $8471 in 1950; 
$8398 in 1951, and $12,632 in 
1952. 

The Government expected to 
end its case today. 

Partner in Tree Firm. 

Kohnen. quoted Jacobs as 
telling him in 1955 that he was 
made a partner in the Shade 
Tree Service. Co. of Webster 
Groves because of past favors 
he performed for the firm. 

Kohnen said Jacobs told him 
he had istroduced the firm’s 
former owner, the late Ken- 
neth L. Baker, to J. W. McAfee, 
president of Union Electric Co. 
The introduction helped Shade 
Tree keep a business arrange- 
ment with the utility, Jacobs 
told Kohnen. 

Introduced Him to Others: 


The tax agent said Jacobs 
also told him that he intro- 
duced Baker to officials of 
other power companies. Baker 
gave Jacobs a $20,000 mortgage 
on Shade Tree property in 
Webster Groves in lieu of part- 
nership ineome for 1955, Koh- 
nen testified he was told. 

Kohnen sald he started work- 
ing on Jacobs’s accounts in 
i early 1954. , Jacobs told him he 
ee ond Mts.” Jacobs had several 
bank accounts and two safe 
deposit boxes, he testified, and 
that he had no brokerage ac- 
counts but did have some gov- 
ernment bonds. 

Kohnen said Jacobs _in- 
formed him he had bought the 
family home in University City 
MM during the mid-1940s and had 
paid off the mortgage. Jacobs 
said he had no debts or lia- 
at bilities, Kohnen testified. 

The union official also told 
him that he never had more 
than $5000 cash except what 
was in his bank account, Kohn- 
en said. 

McAfee testified yesterday 
in connection with the Shade 
Tree contract. McAfee asid he 
flew to Miami, Fla., in Octo- 
ber, 1950, to address a union 
meeting. He was met at the 
airport by Jacobs and other 
union officials. Jacobs intro- 
duced him to Baker, and Mc- 
Afee and Baker discussed a 
dispute in the contract be- 
tween Union Electric and 
Shade Tree. 

McAfee said they did not go 
into details but settled them 
matter in principle. It involved 
an alleged overcharge by Shade 
Tree of $38,000. Subsequently 
the dispute was settled. The 
firms continue to do business, 
McAfee said. 


Listened to Baker. 


Asked whether Jacobs’s in- 
tercession had any bearing on 
Union Electric keeping the 
Shade Tree contract, McAfee 
replied that settlement of the 
dispute was a matter of listen- 
ing to Baker moré thoroughly.

. Experts of the Western Big 


Four Nations finished work to- 
day on joint strategy for deal- 
ing with Russia in the foreign 
ministers’ conference next 
month.

The policy package was sent 
off immediately for study by 
the British, French, United 
States and West German gov- 
ernments. 

The experts had been map- 
ping the strategy since April 
13. The British Foreign Office 
announced today the group had 
“finished its work.” 

Work Left for Ministers. 

It was understood there still 
were some differences on the 
strategy which will have to be 
worked out by the Western 
foreign ministers in their pre- 
Geneva meeting in Paris next 
Wednesday. 

There was complete official 
silence on the package but it 
was understood to include a 
firm Western stand on Berlin 
and a proposal for a two-phased 
arms control and inspection 
system for central Europe. 
This last would be linked to 
progress on unification of East 
and West Germany. 

The policy package also will 
be sent to the 15-nation per- 
manent NATO council in Paris 
for study.

Among other things, . the 
study reports that the McClel- 
lan amendment would compel 
unions to open their doors .to 
Communists or other totali- 
tarians, as well as convicted 
felons, including those whose 
crime was against the unions, 
such as embezzlers, and known 
company spies. 

Other Objections. 

The analysis report also con- 
tends that the amendment 
would promote intra-union 
strife, prevent unions from es- 
tablishing reasonable qualifica- 
tions for candidacy for office, 
introduce the doctrine of com- 
pulsory arbitration in labor- 
management relations, increase 
wildcat strikes and result in 
abandonment of mature re- 
straints in collective bargain- 
ing which could disrupt labor- 
management relations with im- 
possible demands. 

Taking the McClellan amend- 
ment section-by-section, the re- 
port says that it “largely de- 
stroys the historic concept of 
a union as a voluntary associa- 
tion and even if the premise 
were accepted that unions 
should no longer be treated as 
voluntary associations, a pre- 
mise which the AFL-CIO re- 
jects, the particular provisions 
of this amendment are un- 
reasonable.” 

The report says that “hidden 
away” in the amendment is the 
matter of admission to Union: 
membership in which a “meéni- 
ber” is defined as “including 
any person who has fulfilled or 
tendered the lawful require- 
ments for membership.” 

Intention Unclear. 

The report goes on to say 
that it is not clear whether the 
McClellan proposal is intended 
to overturn the long-estab- 
lished legal doctrine set forth 
in the Taft-Hartley act, which 
empower unions to make their 
own rules with respect to ob- 
taining and retaining member- 
ship. 

If it means anything, the 
report continues, “it is to open 
union membership doors to all, 
including some persons com- 
pletely repugnant to the ma- 
jority in the union.” 

It is this section, the report 
says, that would negate the bar 
which some unions have against 
Communists and Fascists and 
would compel unions to admit 
felons. 

Taking up a section of the 
McClellan amendment which 
provides that every member 
shall have the right to express 
“any views” regarding any mat- 
ter respecting the union with- 
out being subject to penalty, 
discipline or interference of 
“any kind” by the union, the 
report says: 

“Under this provision, a 
union member who advocates 
a wildcat strike in violation of 
the union contract cannot be 
disciplined and neither can a 
member who advocates follow- 
ing the Communist party.” 

The anti-discipline provision 
“is an invitation to union lead- 
ership to be irresponsible,” the 
report said, adding: 

“Not only would wildcat 
strikes be increased because 
of lack of disciplinary power 
but, in order to avoid political 
repercussions by vociferous, ir- 
responsible minorities, some 
union officials might well aban- 
don mature restraints in col- 
lective bargaining and demand 
conditions which could lead to 
disruption of peaceful labor- 
management relations.” 

Intra-Union Disputes. 

The report cites the McClel- 
lan “freedom of assembly” pro- 
vision, which says that. union 
members shall be entitled to 
meet with other members for 
the purpose of “exchanging 
| views and reaching decisions” 
with respect to any matter 
pertaining to the union without

I have 
fought ‘every effort whether by 
Congress or the other depart- 
ments of government to im- 
pinge on that office, and have 
opposed any effort to interpose 
anyone between the Secretary 
of State and the President. I 
would advise you to do like- 
wise, Chris.” 

Then came Dulles’s remark |

All About Pigeons 


We were greatly interested in 
your report of S: M. Studt’s com- 
plaint that the pigeons we've been 
chasing out of downtown St. Louis 
‘have settled in Clayton, but we 
‘must take issue with him. 


After thorough investigation of 
many methods and firms, Down- 


one we felt could do a satisfac- 
tory, humane and lasting job of 
ridding downtown of pigeons and 
starlings — the Bird Repellent 
y of Decatur, Ill, They as- 
- sured us that repelling these nui- 
sance birds from downtown would 
not increase the number of birds 
dm other populated areas of the 
city, county or Illinois. 

So, we're afraid Clayton's pi- 
geon problem is all its own and 
as the courthouse superintendent 
indicates, it’s one of long stand- 
Ing. But we do highly recom- 
mend that Clayton and all other 
communities with similar prob- 
lems follow our lead and start get- 
ting rid of their pigeons and star- 
lings in the same successful way 
we have. We have done it! Al- 
most 100 downtown buildings are 
now completely free of these 
“filthy birds and work is continu- 
ing on many other buildings. 


Pigeons and starlings are usual- 
ly badly diseased birds. More 
than 92 per cent of the downtown 
pigeons examined in laboratory 
tests were diseased—many with 
parrot fever (fatal to humans) and 
dysentery. The ledges of window 
sills thick with pigeon and star- 
ling droppings were teeming with 
mites and lice, many of which had 
worked their way inside build- 
ings. The odor had become so 
bad windows often could not be 
opened. 

In addition, large numbers of 
downtown buildings and more 
than a few pedestrians have been 
splattered and dirtied through the 
years by these pesky birds. Now, 
thankfully, all this unpleasantness 
is virtually a thing of the past 
downtown. As just one example 
of the benefits this will bring, 
many downtown building owners 
who had been reluctant for years 
to clean their building exteriors 
have indicated they now expect 
to embark on a building-cleaning 
program. 

Thanks to this program, down- 
town in the future will also be 
safer, too. The acid in bird drop- 
pings eats away the mortar in 
masonry, cornices and brickwork, 
contributing to unsafe structural 
2onditions—now being remedied. 
‘The same acid has eaten away 
“paint on downtown windows and 
sills and also has caused putty in 
windows to deteriorate badly, 
loosening the panes.

Brooks Hays’s TV A Appointment 


Brooks Hays, former United States re- 
sentative from Arkansas, whom President 
Eisenhower has nominated as his fourth ap- 
pointee to the three-man board of directors 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority, seems by 
far the best selection to date. Mr. Hays is a 
man of generally progressive views, with 
some knowledge of government gained in the 
Farm Security Administration and in Con- 
gress, and a record which on balance is one 
of support for TVA. 

- As a member of the House he voted for ap- 
propriations for TVA steam plants, opposed 
cuts in appropriations for the Authority, and 
spoke out against the ripper amendments 
which the late Senator McKellar of Tennessee 
introduced in 1944 in an effort to take over 
the agency as his personal patronage domain. 
To the other side of the ledger, Mr. Hays 
voted for the transmission line which would 
have linked the TVA system to the question- 
able and since-abandoned Dixon-Yates plant 
in West Memphis, Ark. 3 

The Senate committee which will decide 
upon confirmation of the nomination will of 
course want to go into Mr. Hays’s qualifica- 
tions and views with some thoroughness. In 
advance of developments which only such a 
personal examination can bring out, it would 
seem that Mr. Eisenhower has finally nomi- 
nated to the TVA board someone who can 
make a positive contribution to its work. 

In choosing Mr. Hays, as in selecting his 
predecessor now resigned, Dr. Frank J. Welch, 
of the University of Kentucky; President 
Eisenhower is said to have been insistent 
upon a Democrat. At one time he was re- 
ported to be under the misapprehension that 
the TVA Act required bipartisan representa- 
tion on the board. The Act makes no such 
stipulation about directors, and affirmatively 
forbids political considerations in the selec- 
tion of all the agency’s other top personnel 
and employes. Partisan considerations in the 
nomination of directors are out of keeping 
with the whole spirit of the TVA Act; and in 
the interest of keeping the agency completely 
nonpolitical in the future as in the past, party 
labels ought to be ignored in nomination to 
the directorate. 


Stop-Signs to Come Down 


The new Board of Aldermen could occupy 
itself constructively with a review of recent 
aldermanic activity in the stop-sign field. 


In 1956 the Aldermen employed George W. 
Barton and Associates for a year-long study 
of traffic conditions. Last July the Aldermen 
moved to implement sections of the report as 
it applied to the individual wards, provided 
that the alderman concerned was willing to 
permit the changes to be made. Of the 653 
four-way stops in St. Louis, Barton recom: 
mended removing 276. The Aldermen actu- 
ally took down 207. The 69 others were left 
up because of the réfusal of the Alderman 
in whose ward they were located to assent to 
their removal. 

These included four in the First Ward (Al- 
derman Gassel); seven in the Seventh (Lei- 
sure); 10 in the Eighth (Niemeyer); one in 
the Ninth (Aboussie); 13 in the Tenth (Geis- 
ler); three in the Seventeenth (Roddy); nine 
in the Nineteenth (Lawson); seven in the 
Twentieth (Feely); 18 in the Twenty-second 
(Harris); six.in the Twenty-sixth (Brady), and 
five in the Twenty-seventh (Noel). 


Several of these wards are represented by 
new Aldermen in the session that has just 
begun, and perhaps the newcomers will take 
a different attitude from their predecessors’. 
Surely the city’s Traffic Division ought to be 
asked for its recommendations on those par. 
ticular intersections. 

Of the 207 four-way signs that the Alder- 
men ordered removed last July, 36 were back 
up within nine months. This is 15 per cent 
of the total. Of those re-erected, exactly a 
third (12), went up over the opposition of 
the Traffic Division. Six of these were in the 
Twenty-third Ward (Sartorious); two in the 
Twenty-fourth (Mascazzini), and two in the 
Ninth (Aboussie). 

In the last two or three sessions the Alder. 
men were largely successful in licking spot- 
zoning. They did so by referring all zoning

But to formalize what could become the in- 


stitution of two Secretaries of State is a dif- 
ferent and a dangerous thing. By proclaiming 
to all the world that two Cabinet members in- 
stead of one are now his advisers on foreign 
policy; and indicating in a dozen ways that 
Mr. Dulles still has first claim on his respect, 
the President runs a serious risk of weaken- 
ing the hand of the man who must conduct 
the forthcoming negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. 

We shall hope that the risk will be mini- 
mized by the fact that Mr. Herter and Mr. Dul- 
les have been accustomed to working togeth- 
er. It may turn out, too, that Mr. Dulles’s 
illness will not permit him to engage in much 
active interference with Mr. Herter’s secre- 
taryship. But so long as there is any risk at 
all, it ought not to be incurred. 

With full appreciation for President Eisen- 
hower’s emotional desire to soften the per- 
sonal tragedy of Mr. Dulles, we believe he 
should have found some better way of paying 
honor to the retiring Secretary than by com- 
plicating the new Secretary’s already im- 
mense problems. 


Repeal It 

Amherst College is the latest educational 
institution to decline funds from the Fed- 
eral Government for student loans under the 
Defense Education Act because the act re- 
quires a student who receives such loans to 
take an oath saying that he does not support 
groups advocating the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment by force. Reed, Antioch, Goucher 
and Wilmington colleges have sent back 
checks distributed to them for loans on that 
basis and Princeton, Bryn Mawr, Haverford 
and Swarthmore colleges have declined to ask 
for loans that require the disclaimer affidavit. 
Others are taking similar steps. The case 
against the affidavit rests on two grounds. It 
reflects on the loyal student, as virtually 
every student is loyal and patriotic. It pro- 
vides no protection against any who might 
not be. The disclaimer affidavit is a throw- 
back to the McCarthy era. It ought to be re- 
pealed by Congress at this session. 


Too Hair-raising to See 


In refusing to allow the Soviet Army to 
bring its soldier chorus and dancing ensem- 
ble to the United States for a tour, the State 
Department has made a remarkably silly 
decision. 

Although Moscow explained that the sing- 
ers, instrumentalists and dancers would wear 
uniforms only on the stage and not upon the 
street, the State Department replied that Rea 
Army uniforms upon the stage might “dis- 
turb” Americans. Just how Americans would 
be “disturbed” is not explained. Nor is it 
explained by what right the State Depart- 
ment constitutes itself the custodian of the 
American people’s state of mind. 

There were no protests last May and June 
when the famed Moiseyev folk dancers toured 
the country. Their most spectacular number, 
“The Partisans,” depicted World War II guer- 
rilla fighting with tommyguns and sabers 
being wildly waved by the uniformed dancers. 
It is doubtful that the Red Army troupe could 
put on any more warlike scene. 

John Foster Dulles went upon the stage at 
Washington's Capitol theater to congratulate 
the Moiseyev dancers. He said: “I think this 
example—of people from one country getting 
happiness, by giving happiness, to others— 
should convince us we would: all be well ad- 
vised to carry it out on a broader basis.” 


Yet somebody in the State Department 
has now made a decision which puts the ex- 
change of happiness and culture on a nar- 
rower basis than it was when Mr. Dulles ap- 
proved so heartily. If the new Secretary of 
State, Mr. Herter, would reverse this absurd 
ruling he would be off to a fine start. 


Ballot for New Residents 


Missouri legislators have sent Gov. Blair a 
modest but enlightened election bill. The 
measure would permit newcomers to this 
state to vote for President and Vice Presi- 
dent after 60 days of residence. At present a 
voter must live in the state a year before he 
can vote for anyone. Such strict residential 
requirements make no sense when applied to 
a mobile population in national elections. 
State residence laws have disfranchised mil- 
lions of Americans. Missouri certainly ought 
to become one of the few states which permit 
new residents to vote for their highest na- 
tional officers.

Russia’s Changing Trade Goals 


Both Economic and Political Factors Turn U.S.S.R. Toward Increased Trade

Several developments illustrate the 
complex and contradict nature of 
the foreign trade policies of the 
U.S.8S.R.: (1) Russia’s sales of ben-

It is tempting to regard each of 
these events as inspired solely by 

olitical considerations—a part of 

oscow’s efforts to embarrass the 
West, curry favor with under- 
developed countries and promote its 
owh propaganda and political in- 
terests, Certainly the U.S.S8.R. seldom 
takes any action designed to under- 
mine its political position, 

Economic considerations, however, 
frequently play an important role 
in Soviet commercial decisions, To- 
day these decisions are increasingly 
based on sound economic as well as 

olitical considerations, as seen from 
ioscew's point of view. Experts have 
long believed that much of the 
motivation for Russia’s capital goods 
imports is economic. In order to 
industrialize rapidly the U.8.S.R. has 
imported capital goods and exported 
whatever was necessary to pay for 
its imports. 

This situation still prevails, The 
U.S.S.R. is a net capital equipment 
importer both from the East Euro- 
pean bloc and from non-Communist 
nations. Today, however, there is 
a new element. No longer does Rus- 
sia desire just any capital goods. 
It now shows greater seléctivity, 
with emphasis on spécialized equip- 
ment for its lagging industries, such 
as chemicals, and on highly-pre- 
cisioned and new types of machinery. 

This need for capital goods helps 
to explain the pleas of Khrushchev 
and Mikoyan for greater trade with 
the United States, The U.8.8.R. 
really requires the American equip- 
ment and the technology embodied 
in it. Soviet-Amefican trade, always 


small (less than 1 per cent of trade 
for both sides), is now about $25,- 
000,000, or one fourth the prewar 
level. Russia’s sales on the American 
market are ihn part an effort to earn 
dollars with which to make pur- 
chases. True, Moscow could pay cash 
instead of insisting on credit. This, 
however, would seriously strain its 
foreign exchange position and -- 
haps necessitate the sale of gold, a 


_ 
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commodity which latter-day Marxists 
prize more highly thah did the 
nineteenth-century capitalists. 


Russia’s heed for Americah prod- 
ucts and for sales in the American 
market also serve a political func- 
tion, For the U.S.8.R. hopes to do 
away with the West’s strategie em- 
bargo—a constant source of irritation 
pe breaking into the American 
market. The prestige of even mod- 
erate-scale American trade would 
substantially help Soviet trade ef- 
forte in other countries, 


Less understandable is the eco- 
nomic motivation in RuSsia’s trade 
with underdeveloped countries. It is 
easy to regard this trade as wholly 

olitical in charactef, ahd much of 
t is, Such anh estimate, however, 
ignores the évdlution of the Soviet 
economy through a process of in- 
dustrialization which in 40 years 
prought the U.8.5.R. to rank as the 
second industrial power in the world. 


Extractive industries, such as some 
minerals and metals, as well as agri- 
cultural production, have pro 

more slowly than manufacturing in- 
dustries and now face increasingly 
serious supply limitations. It is now 
becoming more to obtain 
ae agrarian output, for the 


limited arable land, as well as the 
collective system of agriculture. 


Moreover, as industrial production 
has grown, it has become evident 
that the US.S.R. is not well- 
endowed with all of the raw ma- 
terials needed by its industries. Min- 
eral deposits have been “creamed” 
in typical primitive capitalist fash- 
ion, and what is left can be obtained 
only at higher eosts. 


The emphasis on industry, with 
expanded plant and equipment and 
reater experience and productivity 
as led to a decline in the costs of 
roducing capital goods relative to 
hose of raw materials. The U.8.8.R. 
now finds that the export of a limited 
line of standardized capital goods and 
the import of some raw materials 
from underdeveloped countries, on 
a stall scale, ate economically bene- 
ficial to its economy. 

The fact that Soviet trade is in« 
creasing and that there appear to be 
ecohomie motives in its commercial 
policy cannot be interpreted to mean 
that the U.S.8.R, has abandoned ité 

oal of economic self-sufficiency or 
that trade is not @ political weapon. 
The economic development of the 
U.8.8.R., however, does introduce an 
element of flexibility into trade. 

Mostow’s policy and actions should 
not be looked at from the point of 
view of either economic or po 
considerations.

PHILADELPHIA, April 24 
'(AP)—The Pro Football Play- 
-ers Association won a pension 
plan from the National Foot- 
| ball League, but the .price 
‘came high to veteran players. 
| As N.F.L. Commissioner Bert 
| Bell put It, the pension, hospi- 
‘talization, medical and life in- 
surance plan granted yesterday 
by league owners “‘won't cost 
‘owners or players a_ nickel.” 
| Bell. of course, was talking 
‘about cold cash. 

The truth is that the associa- 


tion in its desire to stick its | 


‘foot in the fringe benefit door 
had to sacrifice most of the 


present crop of players. Bill 
Howton, president of the asso- 
| ciation, intimated 
he commented: 

“Heck, I doubt that I can 
play five more years to qualify 
for a pension. I probably won't 
become eligible.” 

A check of N.F.L. rosters dis- 
closes that some 200 of the 
league’s 400 plus acéive players 
probably won't qualify for the 
retirement benefits. Why? 
Well, the plan calls for playing 
tenure of four years plus one 
game in a fifth year with 
everybody starting from 
scratch in 1959. Thus, no play- 
‘er will be eligible for retire- 
/ment benefits until 1963. 

The average career of a pro 
football player has been calcu- 
lated at 3.7 years. 

Howton and his associates 
had their eyes open when they 
accepted the N.F.L. plan with 
thanks.

In Brokerage, Mortgage Outlook 


Mortgage loan funds for 
home purchases are available 
in greater volume now than 
last December, down payment 
requirements have eased, and 
interest rates have remained 
stable, the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards reports. 

These were among the gen- 
eral concl drawn from 
a survey of the residential 
mortgage market for the first 
quarter of 1959 conducted by 
NAREB’s Department of Re- 
search with the co-operation of 
a panel of Realtors in 225 com- 
munities of the nation. The 
study was released by Oliver 
M. Walker, Washington, D.C., 
chairman of the association's 
committee on real estate eco- 
nomics. © ’ 

In reporting the survey, 
Walker 3 wees | that increased 
savings and loan assets, with 
higher dividends to epositors, 
constitute a force for higher 
average charges to savings and 
loan borrowers. This, in turn, 
moves toward less competition 
with insurance companies for 
placement of investment funds, 
Walker said, adding that with 
the fuller participation in the 
market of these investors, avail- 
ability can be expected to im-

“A sizable supply of invest- 
ment resources and keen com- 
petition among lenders in many 
cities is prompting an extension 
of term and an agreeable view 
toward higher ratio loans, 
@here borrowers desire them, 
the survey reported. “This en- 
largement of the conventional 
market is providing financing 
for many home buyers unable 
to make 25 per cent or greater 
down payments, or to qualify 
for a loan with the monthly in- 
stallments of a 15 or 20 year 
amortization period.” Average 
interest rates have held stable. 

For new homes, the supply 

E 


of mortgage loan funds was de- 
scribed as ample for 78 per 
cent of the areas, and as mod- 
erate for 19 per cent. These 
ratios compare to 75 per cent 
and 21 per cent respectively, 
reported last December, and 
both are slightly higher than 
a year ago. For mortgages on 
new homes, slightly more than 
a third of the reports showed 
a prevailing interest rate of 514 
per cent; an equal proportion 
quoted 6 per cent, and a fifth 
listed 534 per cent. 


With respect to existing 
homes in good neighborhoods, 
the current supply of mortgage 
loan funds is classified as am- 
ple for three-quarters of the 
market, and as moderate for 
22 per cent. In December, the 
comparable proportions were 
68 and 28 per cent. Borrowers 
seeking loans for the purchase 
of these homes found rates rel- 
atively similar to those charac- 
teristic of the market in De- 
cember. Specifically, for 29 
per cent of the communities, 
the average rate was said to be 
542 per cent, while 22 per cent 
listed is as 534 per cent, and 
40 per cent of the survey said 
it was 6 per cent. 

FHA (Section 203). 

“The supply of investment 
capital to meet demands for 
FHA-insured loans has _in- 
creased notably over the past 
three months,” the report 
noted as an over-all observa- 
tion, “though prices have gen- 
erally continued at levels simi- 
lar to those that characterized 
the market at the close of the 
year (1958).” 

Specifically, for F.H.A-in- 
sured loans with a maturity of 
25 years or less and minimum 
down payments, the March 
availability of funds was said 
to be ample in 40 per cent of 
the survey areas, and moderate 
in another 40 per cent. Com- 
parable figures for last De- 
cember were 32 per cent and 
41 per cent. For such loans 
with a 30-year maturity and a 
‘minimum down payment the 
supply of loan funds was held 
to be ample in 26 per cent of 
the survey, and moderate in 
35 per cent. In December, com- 
parable figures were 15 per 
cent and per cent. 

In general, the survey found 
that F.H.A.-insured mortgage 
loans with new houses as se- 
curity were subject to dis- 
counts of from one to four 
points. 

“Where the maturity is 25 
years or less and the down 
payment was greater than the 
schedule, a two and one-half 
or three point discount was 
quoted for 46 per cent of the 
areas,” the survey report said. 
“For the majority of others 
(38 per cent), prices of 98.5 or 
lower were listed.”

be strong, the survey said that 
in March the supply of mort- 
gage money for F.H.A.-insured 
loans on existing homes with 
a minimum equity was ample 
in 30 per cent of the areas, and 
moderate in 42 per cent. For 
such loans with a larger down 
payment, ample _  ayailability 
was reported for 42 per cent 
of these areas, and moderate 
for 41 per cent. For both seg- 
ments of the market, the sup- 
ply had improved modestly 
compared to December. 


Discounts on mortgages on 
existing homes with a mini- 
mum down payment were 
found by the survey to range 
from two and one-half to four 
points. In the case of mort- 
gages involving a down pay- 
ment larger than the schedule, 
reports of discounts of two 
and one-half to three points 
were received from 42 per cent 
of the communities. 


VA-Guaranteed Loans. 


“While resources for VA- 
guaranteed loans did not im- 
prove generally between De- 
cember and March, broadly 
viewed they did not worsen, 
either,” the survey said. “For 
one type of security—the mort- 
gage on a new home with a 
term of 25 years or less—there 
was a noteworthy increase in 
the number of areas reporting 
access to credit.

New Houses. 


The money supply for mort- 
gages on new houses with 25- 
year or less terms was found 
to be ample or moderate for 
37 per cent of the nation, tight 
in 22 per cent, and non- 
existent for 41 per cent. Prices 
of these loans ranged from 92 
through 95.5, according to two- 
thirds of the reports. For mort- 
gages with maximum maturi- 
ties, loan resources were said 
to be available in 49 per cent 
of the communities. Prices for 
loans with longer maturities 
were said to be 92 in 37 per 
cent of the areas, and between 
92.5 and 95.5 for 32 per cent 
of the market. 


Existing Houses. 

The availability of loan 
funds for mortgages with ma- 
turities of 25 years or less was 
said to be ample or moderate 
in about one-fifth of the places 
reporting, and tight in one- 
third, For mortgages with a 
maturity of 30 years, only 13 
per cent of the areas described 
the loan supply as moderate or 
ample. 

Prices of loans with 25-year 
or less terms were quoted at 
92 for 21 per cent of the com- 
munities, at 92.5 through 95.5 
for 30 per cent, at 96 through 
100 for 17 per cent, and at 
levels of 91.5 or lower for 32 
per cent. Discounts on mort- 
gages with 30-year maturities 
were eight points for one area 
in four, 7.5 through 4.5 for one 
in five, and four or less for an 
additional 8 per cent. For 45 
per cent of the communities 
the discount was eight and one- 
half points or more.

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14-STATE PARLEY 
KS COMPACTION 
ATOM PROJECT 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 
24 (AP). — Officials from 14 
southern states yesterday ap- 
proved a proposed interstate 
compact designed to speed 
peaceful development of the 
atom on a regional basis. 


A key feature of the pro- 
posal, first of its type to be 
considered by a group of 
states, would permit the com- 
pact members eventually to 
build .and operate jointly an 
atomic research plant. 

Agreement on the draft of | 
the compact came at the close 
of a two-day conference of ap- 
proximately 50 Southern state 
officials. They also decided 
that such a pact was the best 
method under which states 
could retain some control in 
the atomic field. 

States that could participate 
are Alabama, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisi- 
ana, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Nortb Carolina, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virgina and West Vir- 
ginia.. All these states except 
Maryland were represented at 
the conference. 

Pool Resources. 

Under the 12-page compact, 
the participating states would 
pool their knowledge and re- 
sources: into a southern inter- 
state nuclear development 
board. Each state would have 
one fepresentative on_ this 
board, | 

The board’s powers would 
include provisions to promote 
the devélopment and use of 
nuclear energy, collection and 
distribution of information, 
training programs for state 
and local personnel and pro- 
motion of safety measures. 

The Southern Regional Ad- 
visory Council on Nuclear 
Energy, meeting on the heels 
of the study conference, also 
-. indorsed the proposed com- 
pact and voted to submit it to 
a three-man nuclear energy 
committee of the Southern 
Governors’ Conference. 

If the committee, heard by 
Tennessee Gov. Buford Elling- 
ton, approves the pact, it will 
be submitted to the legislatures 
of 15 states for consideration. 
The compact would become op- 
erative when ratified by four, 
state legislatures and approved | 
by Congress. 

No Regulatory Power. 

Officials at yesterday’s con- 
ference decided the board | 
should not have any regulatory 
powers or functions in the nu- 
clear field. Several persons said 
their legislatures would never | 
agree to the compact if such | 
authority was vested in the | 
board. 

The biggest argument was 
reserteliie the se@fi®n of the 
compact draft that would allow 
the board to operate nuclear 
facilities such as atomic power 
reactors, 

In its original form, the draft 
did notdnelude any reference to 
researth, This prompted several 
members to declare that the 
board would be able to compete 
with private industry. 

“I think we are losing sight 
of the original purpose of this 
group,” said Dr. R. H. Hutch- 
eson, Tennessee state health 
commissioner. “I thought the 
compact was supposed to pro- 
mote industry.” 

Wendell Mitchell, a New 
York consultant who helped 
prepare the draft, replied that 
the need might arise over the 
next 10 to 15 years for the 
states to operate their own, 
atomic plants. | 

After more discussion, the 
group agreed to limit such ac- 
tivities to the research field. 
The compromise was suggested 
by Dr. W. D. Carmichael Jr., 
chairman of the North Carolina 
governor’s committee on atom- 
ic energy. 

Several officials said that at. 
best four to six years would be | 
required to gain the necessary 
approval for the compact by 
the states and Congress.

A dozen years ago, Gene decided she'd had 
enough of the success struggle, quit her job, came 
back here and announced she was going to work 
only when she felt like it and have a fuller life on 
a slimmer income. She has done just that, living 
in a room in a private South St. Leuis house, 
ghost writing for profit and writing for fun. After 
two cancer operations, she wrote of her experi-

Stopping Basement Leaks 


THERE ARE ALL SORTS of 
ways that water from the out- 
side can get into a basement. 
Sometimes it pours in through 
cracks and openings and some- 
times it just trickles in through 
little cracks. Often it just sort 
of seeps in through porous ma- 
sonry and if that’s your prob- 
lem we have a real jim-dandy 
clive ?. 

Assuming that there is no 
paint on the inside surface of 
the walls, take a wire brush 
and give them a brush-down. 
Now mix some Portland ce- 
ment and water to the con- 
sistency of thick paint and 
brush this over an area. Before 
this has a chance to dry, apply 
a one-quarter inch coating 
of cement plaster over the wall. 

You can make this by mixing 
one part Portland cement with 


three parts sand and then add- 
ing enough water to get a 
mixture of a good working con- 
sistency, or you can buy pack- 
aged dry mix mortar at your 
local hardware store or lumber 
yard. When you've got the area 
covered with this quarter-inch 
coat of cement plaster, take 
your trowel and make score 
marks in it so that when the 
second coat of cement plaster 
goes on it will make a good 
bond with the first. Let the 
first coat set for a day or so 
until it seems hard and then 
apply the second coat. The 
first coat should be kept damp 
while it sets to prevent it dry- 
ing out too quickly.

IN “STRANGER IN MY ARMS,” at the FOX THE- 
ATER, we have an aristocratic Southern mother with such 
a strong fixation on her son, who died in a rubber raft 
after being shot down in the Korean War, that it amounts 
to idolatry. When she and her father, a 
wealthy man used to having his way, try 
to bribe the Air Forces major shot down 
with the son, at a sumptuous dinner party, 
to swear falsely to his bravery so as to 
try to win a posthumous Medal of Honor 
for the son, it may sound sticky. It is. 

Mary Astor as the fanatic mother and 

Charles Coburn as the ruthless grandfather, have the 

acting strength to carry off this almost embarrassing mo- 

ment and make it seem real. The usual wooden, actory 

response of Jeff Chandler as the major and the tepid one 
4 of June Allyson as the dead man’s widow, don’t completely 

destroy a moment harrowing enough to be almost revolt- 
ing, but they succeed in diluting what ‘harsh honesty 
might have made it impressive. 

For the rest, it’s a sudsy deal. The major finally being 
forced to admit thatsthe dead “hero” was not swept over- 
board, as the major reported to save the family’s feelings, 
but instead was a weakling who shot himself to death, 
never reaches the raw and violent whip on the emotions 
it should. Then we have Sandra Dee as a frankly cynical 
teen-aged sister who gets a little tiresome. The only real 
pungency in this dramatic freth is supplied by the drop of 
bitters of Miss Astor’s acrid performance. 

The co-feature, “NO NAME ON THE BULLET,” has 
a pretty intriguing idea that makes it an unusual Western.

Then 
all the evil ones begin to succumb to nerves and fear 
without the gunman firing a shot. Charles Drake as a 
physician who wants to save life carries on an interesting 
running philosophic argument with the gunman, well- 
played with sullen, ominous coldness by Mr. Murphy.

Savior--and Nemesis--of the South 


Eli Whitney, Remarkable Yankee Who Invented Cotton Gin, Is So Described 


is 
American Heritage.”

ANY AMERICAN who rumi- 
nates about the origins of the 
Civil War will find himself con- 
fronted sooner or later by an 
ingenious contraption for re- 
moving seeds from the cotton 
boll, known as the cotton gin. 


This device, invented by Eli 
Whitney, a totally unknown 
young man, changed the whole 
pattern of cotton production. 
No invention ever answered a 
more pressing need. 


Immediately after he was 
graduated from Yale, in 1792, 
Whitney had been engaged as 
a private tutor for a family in 
Georgia. On his way to take 
up his post he made the ac- 
quaintance of Mrs. Nathanael 
Greene, widow, of the Revolu- 
tionary general, who was re- 
turning to Savannah after 
spending the summer in the 
North, An invitation to stay at 
Mrs. Greene’s plantation, all 
the more welcome when he dis- 
covered that his prospective 
employer had hired another 
man in his place, brought him 
into eontact with the cotton 
aristocracy of .the neighbor- 
hood. 


Whitney soon endeared him- 
self to his hostess by his ex- 
traordinary “handiness.” There, 
was nothing that this big, ram- 
bling man with the extraordi- 
narily deft fingers could not 
make or mend. 


One day a party of her 
friends were bemoaning the 
fact that there was no quick, 
practical way of separating 
short staple cotton from its 
seed. It took a slave 10 hours 
to separate one pound of lint 
from three pounds of the small 
tough seeds. Under those con- 
ditions no one in the South 
could afford to grow cotton, 
and yet in other parts of the 
world cotton was becoming a 
semi-precious commodity. 


“Gentlemen,” said Mrs. 


Greene, “tell your troubles to 
Mr. Whitney, he can make 
anything.” 


Within two weeks Whitney 
had produced a model of the 
cotton gin, an ingenious device 
which was destined to an ul- 
timately disastrous effect upon 
the people it enriched. In it, 
the cotton was dragged through 
a wire screen by means of 
toothed cylinders revolving 
toward each other. A revolv- 
ing brush cleaned the cylin- 
ders, and the seei fell into 
another compartment. A later 
model, run by water power, 
could produce 300 to 1000 
pounds a day. 


Whitney wrote to his father 
that he hoped to keep his in- 
vention a “profound secret,” 
but rumor spread so quickly 
that long before he could get 
to Washington and take out a 
patent his workshop had been 
broken open and his machine 
examined. The marauders dis- 
covered that the gin was easy 
enough to copy, and on the 
strength of what they saw they 
planted cotton on a scale never 
dreamed of before. 


In 1792 the United States 
was exporting only 138,000 
pounds of cotton. Two years 
later that figure had risen to 
1,601,000 pounds. Never had 
any invention made such an 
immediate impression upon 
society, abroad as well as at 
home. 

In England the invention of 
spinning frames and power 
looms had created a demand 
which could be filled only from 
the southern states. By the end 
of the first quarter of the 
Nineteenth Century, America 
was shipping to Liverpool 
more than three-quarters of all 
the cotton consumed in the 
United Kingdom. 

The existence of this market 
and the possibility of supply- 
ing it with ease and profit 
made cotton planting the one 
absorbing industry of the 
South. The Louisiana Purchase 
had opened to slave-holding 
settlement and culture a vast 
domain of the richest soil dh 
earth in a region peculiarly 
adapted to the expanding 
production of cotton. 

As the production grew, so 
did the value of the Negro. By 
1825, when cotton was selling 
at 15 cents a pound, a good 
Negro field hand who had been 
worth only $500 20 years 
earlier would often bring 
$1500 on a New Orleans auc- 
tion block.

The phenomenal success of 
the cotton industry, for which 
Eli Whitney was directly re- 
sponsible, gave birth in the 
South to an entirely new con- 
ception of slavery. In the early 
days of the Republic the most 
thoughtful Southerners, includ- 
ing Washington and Jefferson, 
had deprecated slavery as an 
evil which must eventually be 
swept away. No one denied 
that slavery was a moral evil 
and a menace to the country. 

Such ideas gradually came 
to be regarded as old-fashioned. 
Daniel Webster, in 1850, as- 
serted “it was the cotton in- 
terest that gave a new desire 
to promote slavery, to spread 
it, and to use its labor.” 


The doctrine that cotton 
was king, and that all other 
interests in the nation would 
bow before it, had per- 
meated the whole South by 
the middle of the century. 
It was hard to protest 
against a system upon which 
the whole prosperity of one 
section seemed to hinge. Un- 
wittingly, Eli Whitney had 
set in motion an undercur- 
rent against the notions of 
equality and freedom, He 
himself made nothing out of 
his cotton gin. 


Unable to make a living out 
of the cottin gin, Whitney 
turned his back on the South.

He settled in New Haven and 
determined to devote himself 
to the production of something 
which could not easily be 
copied and appropriated by 
others. In 1798, disturbed by 
the danger of war with France, 
he wrote to Oliver Wolcott, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
offering to manufacture “ten 
or fifteen thousand Stand of 
Arms.” By “stand of arms” was 
meant the complete arms 
necessary to equip a soldier— 
the musket, bayonet, ramrod, 
wiper and screwdriver. 


After some haggling the 
offer was accepted. Whitney 
journeyed down to Washington 
and returned to New Haven 
with a contract in his pocket 
for 10,000 muskets, costing 
$13.40 each, to be delivered 
within two years. He proposed 
to manufacture these muskets 
on a new principle, the prin- 
ciple of interchangeable parts. 


Here was a man who as 
early as 1798 could visualize 
the government’s need of con- 
stant supply of firearms, who 
could devise methods of pro- 
duction that would guarantee 
such a supply, and who, handi- 
capped by the lack of a ma- 
chine that would enable work- 
men to cut metal according to 
pattern, proceeded to invent 
one which has remained un- 
changed in principle for a cen- 
tury and a half. 

This milling machine, as it 
was called, was in itself a 
major innovation. It was the 
cornerstone of his new system 
of interchangeable parts, by 
means of which. he was able to 
make the same parts of differ- 
ent guns as much like each 
other as “the successive im- 
pressions of a copper-plate en- 
graving.” 

Life in America had pro- 
duced plenty of mechanics, 
particularly in New England, 
but few craftsmen. What Whit- 
ney did was to substitute for 
the skill of the craftsman the 
uniformity of the machine.

In the southern states the 
rich planters who had profited 
so enormously from the cotton 
gin paid no attention to the 
increasing tempo of industrial 
activity in the North. One 
southern state, South Carolina, 
paid $50,000 to the inventor of 
the cotton gin as a belated ac- 
knowledgment of what society 
owed him, but no one in the 
South seemed to be aware of 
the new techniques in manu- 
facture evolved by this same 
inventor, techniques of which 
the seceding states were soon 
to find themselves desperately 
in need. The fact was that 
conditions of labor, soil, and 
climate had produced a static 
society in the South. 


It is one of the ironies of 
history that the man who in- 
advertently contributed to the 
downfall of the South by his 
invention of the cotton gin 
should also have blazed the 
trail leading to the technolog- 
ical supremacy of the North. 
The loss of the will to fight in 
the closing days of the Con- 
federacy can be traced in large 
part to the feeling that the 
South had reached the limit of 
its resources, whereas in the 
North every deficiency in 
equipment could always be 
made good. 


Eli Whitney died in 1825, 
long before the “irrepressible 
conflict” had cast its shadow 
over American history. He 
himself was unaware of the 

art he played in the expan- 
sion of slavery, just as he was 
unaware of the mighty indus-

Bar on Nuclear Tests 


NEW YORK, April 24. 

LET US HOPE that the President’s recent appeal to 
Premier Khrushchev to break the deadlock in the Geneva 
talks on suspension of nuclear weapons testing may have 
some effect. 

There apparently are two things that can be done. 
There can be one step to bar nuclear tests below a certain 
distance in the air, and this will not require “on the spot” 
inspection, which the Soviets seem to fear. Or, there can 
be “on the spot” inspection, which the Soviets so far have 
been opposing. 


It is natural that they should think that this 
is a way to set up a spy network. But, since any 
action taken must be agreed to on both sides, I 
would think the obvious fact that they would have 
as good an opportunity te set up a spy force in 
this country or in any other country might quiet 
their fears. 


IT IS GOOD that the long delay in naming a new 
Secretary of State has ended and it was gratifying to see 
such quick Senate action in approving the appointment of 
Christian A. Herter. 


Whether Mr. Herter will gain the same influ- 
ence with the President that John Foster Dulles 
had remains to be seen. And it is probably true 
that there will be no basic changes in the policies 
laid down, since the President has approved of 
these. 


There-is a difference in the way men carry out policies, 
however, and Mr. Herter’s personality is very different 
from that of Mr. Dulles, and it may have a soothing influ- 
ence on some people who are making a good deal of trouble 
for us at the present time in different countries. 


AND SO ONE can still feel young at 85! Sir Winston 
Churchill can go to a political meeting and announce that 
he will offer himself again as Conservative candidate to 
the House of Commons and be met with cheers! Who could 
help but cheer such courage. 


How many of us, many years younger, would 
dare te think that we might have the strength to 
carry through a term of office and to meet the 
heavy problems of the world today? In the news- 
paper photograph that I saw, Mrs. Churchill looks 
a little astonished oy her husband’s pronounce- 
ment. 


We are told, however, that age is in the mind and not 
in the body, and so we will wish Sir Winston every success, 
And if he comes to our country next month, as I under- 
stand he will, there are many of us who will want.to pay 
him our warm and sincere respects. 


ON MONDAY NIGHT I attended % performance given 
by Harry Belafonte at Carnegie Hall for the benefit of 
Wiltwyck School. And it was, from the point of view of All 
those who sat around me, a remarkable evening. 


Here was one man, young and gifted, a superb 
showman and actor, who sang his way inte the 
hearts of a great audience for the benefit of a 
group of little Negro and white boys who have 
found themselves entangled with the law.

Belafonte when they met last summer, and the program on 
Monday night was the result of that visit. It was a gener- 
ous and kind gesture, and if good brings its own reward we 
hope that the reward comes quickly and in full measure to 
these two delightful and generous young artists, Harry and 
Julia Belafonte,

That's a 
rough school. 

‘But in another five years I 
might be crazy enough to try 
it.” 

Acting is not without its per- 
ils, hé has found. He emerged 
unbruised from his first role 
in “The Perry Mason Show.” 
But he wasn’t so lucky in prac- 
ticing drawing his six-shooter 
for a part in another television 


drammer, “Rawhide.’
